Not only was the St. Louis and 
Iron Mountain the first railroad 
actually built in Southeast Mis­ 
souri, but it was the first to reach 
the rich iron and lead districts of 
the State. 
The events that 
took 
place on May 25, 1858, were there­ 
fore important ones in the history 
of Missouri, for on that date, sev- 
entv-six years ago this week, was 
celebrated 
the 
opening 
of 
the 
Iron Mountain road between 
St. 
Louis and Pilot Knob. 
Four hundred persons crowded 
into the six passenger cars of the 
excursion 
train 
which 
pulled 
southward out of St. Louis at 8 
o’clock that morning behind 
the 
loc motive “Col. Ziegler”. 
On the 
train were a band, prominent of­ 
ficials of *he railroad, well-known 
Missourians, 
and pleasure 
seek­ 
ers. 
At stations along 
the 
way, 
crowds gathered to greet the train 
and additional excursionists climb­ 
ed aboard. 
At Iron Mountain and at Pilot 
Knob, six miles beyond, the 
a r­ 
rival of the train about 2 o’clock 
that afternoon was greeted by the 
firing of cannons. 
At the terminus 
of the road, the excursionists left 
the train and climbed the 500-foot 
slope of Pilot Knob, or inspected 
the iron furnaces nearby, 
which 
were running full blast 
for 
the 
occasion. 
I^ te r in the afternoon 
there was a banquet at Pilot Knob 
attended 
by 
approximately 
a 
thousand persons, and speeches by 
several well-known 
men, 
includ­ 
ing former governor John 
Rey­ 
nolds of Illinois, Col. Lewis 
V. 
Bogy and William F. Switzler. 
About 4:30 o’clock, at a warning 
shriek of the locomotive’s whistle, 
the excursionists crowded 
again 
into the train and began the 
re­ 
turn trip to St. Louis. 
At 
Iron 
Mountain a stop was made in or­ 
der that the guests might see thru 
the two iron furnaces operating 
there. 
More speeches were heard 
and at 6 o’clock the 
train 
con­ 
tinued on to St. Louis, where 
it 
arrived that night at 11:30. 
The events of that May 25, mark 
a high spot in the history of the 
Iron Mountain road, now a 
part 
of the Missouri Pacific system. Its 
early history dates back to a road 
called the St. I^ouis and Bellevue 
Mineral Railroad, incorporated by 
the Missouri General Assembly on 
January 25, 1837, during a spree 
of railroad 
legislation 
following 
closely on the enthusiasm gener 
ated by the great railroad conven­ 
tion at St. Louis in 1836. But like 
all the other railroads chartered 
about that time, the St. Louis and 
Bellevue was not constructed, and 
railroad building in Missouri w is 
delayed until the J850’s. 
The St. Ix>uis and Iron Mountai 
Railroad Company was incorporat 
ed March 3, 1851, many provisions 
> f its charter l>eing identical with 
those of the 
old 
St. Louis 
and 
Bellevue. 
Other acts effecting the 
company were passed in 1852 an I 
1853, and vigorous steps were ta k ­ 
en to get the road under construc­ 
tion. 
The rich iron deposits 
in 
the vicinity of Iron Mountain, and 
the lead mines centering near P o 
tosi, were important factors 
be­ 
hind the building of the railroad. 
A preliminary survey 
of 
the 
: road was made in 1852, and 
on 
September 8, 1853, the route wras 


finally located and work 
began 
the same fall. 
But progress was 
not rapid. 
By the end of 1856, the 
road extended only twelve miles 
out of St. Louis, though by the 
end of the n xt year, the terminus 
W’as forty-six miles away. 
Forty 
more miles w’ere constructed 
in 
1858, and the road reached Pilot 
Knob, eighty-six miles 
from 
St. 
Louis. 
A branch 
line 
of three 
and a half miles 
from 
Mineral 
Point to Potosi was ibuilt the next 
year. 
The road had already cost 
well over $15,000,000. 
During the early part 
of 
the 
Civil War, the Iron Mountain road 
made money, hut its expenses in­ 
creased almost as rapidly. 
Along 
with other railroads in the State, 
the Iron Mountain had obtained 
aid from the State, and being fin­ 
ally unable to pay its debts, 
it 
was sold at public auction at the 
courthouse in St. Louis is Septem­ 
ber, I860. 
At that time, the Iron 
Mountain was considered the most 
valuable of all the defaulting rail­ 
roads in Missouri. 
'The road was 
bought by the State and soon sold 
to a firm w’hcih transferred it 
a 
little later to Thomas Allen, un­ 
der whose direction the road ex­ 
panded extensively. 
In 1809, 
a 
119-mile branch of the road from 
Bismarck to Belmont was opened, 
and in the early 1870’s the 
Iron 
M« i.ntain was built on to the Ar- 
k msas line. 
In May 1874, the Iron Mountain 
consolidated 
with 
the 
so-called 
Arkansas Branch; the Cairo, A r­ 
kansas and Texas; and the 
Cairo 
and Fulton, to form the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain and Southern Rail­ 
way company. 
The Missouri Pa­ 
cific acquired the road in 
1880 
when it purchased 70,000 shares of 
stock, and in 1881 it bought 
the 
road outright. 
It has been a part 
of the Missouri 
Pacific 
system 
ever since.
